SAYS JESSE LASKY. 


Gets* Into Pictures on Strength of Two Photographs 


By Jesse L. Lasky, 


First Vlce-Prcsldent, Famous Ptfcyers-Uasky Oorpomtlon. 


Of late certain critics of the motion picture, aa well 
as producers of legitimate productions, have expressed 
alariit ovor the- er.trar.ee of rr.ot:on picture interests 
into the field of legitimate production. I cannot feel 
the concern that these men profess, but unwittingly 
they have done the films a service in that their state- 
ments have brought more forcibly to the attention of 
the public the motion picture's unparalleled growth. 
How many appreciate that the motion picture is chal- 
lenging the position long held by the printed word as 
the chief medium for the dissemination of thought? 
Writers and publishers doubtless will vehemently deny 
this; and I admit that in the quick publication of news, 
the motion picture cannot compete with the dally 
newspaper, served as it is by telegraph and cable. 
However, in the telling of a dramatic story, the film, 
because it speaks all languages in one. can reach more 
people all over the world than the printed book and 
magazine and the play written ffr the stage. 


Of course the printed word's influence, for centuries 


the most powerful force in the world, will continue to 
grow with the spread of education, but the Influence 
of the motion picture is developing at an ever swifter 
pace, and in an incredibly short time I expect to see 
the influence of the film outstrip that of books and 
plays. 
A moment's thought will bring more clearly 


before one's mind the truth of these statements. Be- 
fore the invention of printing the spoken word was the 


only means fcy which the ideas of any thinker could be passed to his fel- 
low men. 
With the perfection of the print- magazines for the dissemination of 


ing press his audience took on far 
greater proportions.

In its original form it reach- 
ed, perhaps. 100.000 people. Later the 
story was produced as a play, as 
which Mr. Packard's message reach- 
ed only about 40.000 people. The story 
was then 
published in book form, 
with a circulation that probably did 
not exceed 25,000 copies. In all. and 
my figures are generous, "The Miracle 
Man" 
had an audience of but 165.000. 
The story, however, was then' pro- 
duced aa a motion picture. 
In that 
form, it has carried its message of 
faith and decent living to 50,000.000 
people, and it will go on delivering 
this message to every race, clan and 
people on the face of the earth. 
In the light of these facts, there- 
fore, is It not the duty of our great 
authors to write for that medium 
which will give their thoughts the 
wlrest circulation. Why should Shaw, 
II. G. Wells. Kipling. Remain. Rol- 
land. d'Knnunzio—restrict the distrib- 
ution of their works to the compara- 
tively select circle of book lovers? 
Have they not a greater responsi- 
bility to discharge?

Realizing the universal appeal of 
pictures and their vaV. e as a power- 
ful factor In international life, pro- 
ducers are establishing studios In for- 
eign countries in which they play to 
make pictures, after American meth- 
ods, in their proper settings. My own 
company recently opened a studio in 
Ijomion where pictures are to be made 
by English companies tor release In 
America as well as Kngland and on 
the continent, thus establishing a sort 
of courteous exchange, whereby each 
nation will learn more of the other, 
and thereby become better acquaint- 
ed. 
Not aiotte in Kngland are we to 
establish producing centers.

A toy steam engine can be easily 


made from old implements xvhich 
can be found in nearly every house.

Johnson gained 
on the first three ballots, his top vote being 1 1-8 hut on the fourth 
and succeeding ballots his strength dwindled until it reached eighty 
votes.
